MADISON, Wis. If you don’t know a 
stone toter from Adam’s off ox, or 
aren’t sure what a grinder shop sells, 
the Dictionary of American Regional 
English is for you. 

The collection of regional words 
and phrases is beloved by linguists 
and authors and used as a reference 
in professions as diverse as acting 
and police work. And now, after five 
decades of wide-ranging research 
that sometimes got word-gatherers 
run out of suspicious small towns, the 
job is almost finished. 

The dictionary team at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
is nearing completion of the final 
volume, covering “S” to “Z.” 

The dictionary chronicles words 
and phrases used in distinct regions. 

Maps show where a subway 
sandwich might be called a hero or 
grinder, or where a potiuck-as in 
a potiuck dinner or supper-might 
be called a pitch-in (Indiana) or a 
scramble (northern Illinois). 

Want some syrup with 
your flannel cakes? 

Examples of entries in the Dictionary 
of American Regional English: 

» Submarine sandwiches go by 
several other names: “Hero” was 
found chiefly in New York City, 

“hoagie” chiefly in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, “grinder” mainly in 
New England, and “Cuban sandwich” 
primarily in Florida. 

» Easterners generally drink “soda,” 
while Westerners and people in the 
North Central states call it “pop.” 

» Pancakes might be called “flannel 
cakes” in parts of Appalachia. 

» Hopscotch might be “potsy” in 
Manhattan or “sky blue” in Chicago.

On a bonus trip 

Protesters visit AIG off iciais’ iavish Connecticut homes

FAIRFIELD, Conn. A busload of activists rep- 
resenting working- and middle-class families 
paid visits Saturday to the lavish homes of 
American International Group executives to 
protest millions of dollars in bonuses awarded 
by the struggling insurance company after it 
received a massive federal bailout. 

About 40 protesters— outnumbered by 
reporters and photographers from as far away 
as Germany — sought to urge AIG executives 
who received a portion of the $165 million in 
bonuses to do more to help families. 

“We think $165 million could be used in a 
more appropriate way to keep people in their 
homes, create more jobs and health care,” said 


Emeline Bravo-Blackport, a gardener. 

She marveled at AIG executive James Haas’ 
colonial house, which has stunning views of a 
golf course and the Long Island Sound. The 
Fairfield house is “another part of the world” 
from her life in nearby Bridgeport, which 
flirted with bankruptcy in the 1990s and still 
struggles with foreclosures and unemploy- 
ment. 

“Lord, I wonder what it’s like to live in a 
house that size,” she said. 

News of the bonuses last week ignited 
a firestorm of controversy and even death 
threats against AIG employees. The company 
has received $182.5 billion in federal aid and 
now is about 80 percent government-owned. 


while the national housing and job markets 
have collapsed as the country spirals into a 
crippling recession. 

AIG has said it was contractually obligat- 
ed to give the retention bonuses to people in 
its financial products unit, based in Wilton, 
Conn. Congress began action on a bill that 
would tax 90 percent of the bonuses, and the 
company’s chief executive urged anyone who 
received more than $100,000 to return at 
least half 

AIG has argued that retention bonuses are 
crucial to pulling the company out of its cri- 
sis. Without the bonuses, the company says, 
top employees who best understand AIG’s 
business would leave.

On a recent Friday evening, 14 men squeezed 
into the tight offices of Avance, a counseling 
center in Lincoln Square, to explore why they 
abused their significant others. 

Avance directorjorge Argueta surveyed the 
circle of men and asked a twentysomething 
man with a blond crew cut what had driven 
him to violence. 

“To have control,” the young man 
answered. 

‘And you?” Argueta asked the man beside 
him. 

“Control,” he nodded. 

Sitting quietly in the corner wearing wire- 
rimmed glasses and a cell phone earpiece, a 
man named Juan, the only man attending the 
group voluntarily, said he hoped to reunite 
with his wife. She took their child and left 
their Logan Square home after Juan hurled a 
chair during a fight about who should watch 
the toddler. 

“I felt I lost control of the situation,” Juan 
said, explaining his outburst. “I felt disre- 
spected.” 

Just what drives a person to abuse a part- 
ner has been top of mind in recent weeks as 
pop darling Chris Brown faces charges that 
he brutally beat pop star girlfriend Rihanna. 
Now that Brown and Rihanna have report- 
edly reunited, a chorus of people are caution- 
ing Rihanna to leave. Oprah Winfrey recently 
warned on her show, “He will hit you again.” 

But leaving isn’t always an option, victim 
advocates say And while support for vic- 
tims must remain a priority, some advocates 
believe more attention should turn to reform- 
ing the abuser. 

“We are trying to change the question peo- 
ple ask from, ‘Why doesn’t she leave?’ to, ‘Why 
doesn’t he stop?’ ” said Mike Feinerman, co- 
executive director of the West Side Domestic 


Abuse Project, which holds state-approved 
programs to help reform domestic abusers. 

Holding abusers accountable has proven a 
challenge for the system. Domestic violence 
is one of the most chronically underreported 
crimes, and even cases that make it to court 
face a declining conviction rate. According to 
a Chicago Tribune investigation, less than a 
sixth of the 19,000 domestic violence cases 
brought each year to Cook County court 
result in conviction, in part because prosecu- 
tors and advocates are stretched by heavy 
caseloads and chronic staff shortages. 

Those who are convicted often are sen- 
tenced to attend a 24-week Partner Abuse 
Intervention Program, which teaches that 
abuse is a learned behavior and that abusers 
must take responsibility for their actions to 
change them. The 72 state-approved pro- 
grams in Illinois follow a feminist model that 
assumes most abusers are men who get violent 
to exert their power and control. (Critics of 
the gender-based model say it ignores female 
abusers as well as substance abuse and mental 
health issues.) 

While both men and women suffer at the 
hands of domestic violence, 93 percent of 
the victim callers to the City of Chicago’s 
Domestic Violence Help Line last year were 
women, and 89 percent of callers said their 
abusers were men. Call rates were highest 
among adults aged 25 to 29. 

Abusive behavior tends to start young. 
Feinerman said most of the men in his pro- 
gram trace their first brush with committing 
abuse to their teenage years. Growing up, 
many boys are taught it’s not manly to talk 
about their feelings, Feinerman said, so they 
end up believing the only emotion they’re 
permitted to express is anger. 

Juan, 39, who asked that his last name not 
be published, said he grew up watching his 
father hit his mother, and pledged to himself 


he’d never hit a woman. 

But one Sunday night in November, while 
he did paperwork in the living room and his 
wife. Ana, washed dishes in the kitchen, Juan 
grew frustrated that their toddler son, Kilani, 
kept disturbing him. He yelled and cursed at 
Ana to watch the child, and threw a chair. Ana 
said it struck her on the knee as she held their 
son in her lap. 

Juan said he was shocked when Ana grabbed 
a jacket and their son and left. A few days 
later, police showed up at Juan’s door with an 
order of protection. 

“It was a wake-up call,” Juan said. 

Ever since. Ana has been sleeping on the 
couch in her parents’ small Logan Square 
home, while Kilani sleeps in a crib set up next 
to the kitchen. 

“I still want to give him a second chance, 
but I’m scared,” Ana, 23, said. “What if he 
gets worse?” 


Privilege or choice? 

At Ana’s urging, Juan enrolled in the 24-week 
course for domestic abusers at Avance, which 
offers the state-approved Partner Abuse 
Intervention Program. Aside from Juan, all 
the men in the group were referred by court. 
Avance also offers a course for female abusers. 

At a recent meeting, the men read aloud 
from a handout that described the concept 
of “male privilege,” which posits that men are 
socialized to have a sense of entitlement— in 
business, politics and social settings where 
they’re presumed to be in charge. 

“Maybe these things make us believe that 
everything we do is right,” said a middle-aged 
man who was about halfway through with the 
24 weeks. 

A young man who was new to the group 
glanced up from texting on his cell phone to 
disagree. 

“The whole privilege thing is over, man,” he 
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said. “Women have every right men have.” 

A few men insisted they’d done nothing 
wrong and said the presumption of male guilt 
was unfair. One said his wife attacked him 
with knives and he restrained her, yet he was 
the one arrested. The young man with the cell 
phone was incredulous that he was arrested 
for verbal assault after he and a female friend 
got into a shouting match. 

“I felt guilty, but she was using the same 
words,” he said. 

The other men in the group, citing lessons 
they’d learned in the classes, warned that 
a nasty verbal fight could escalate, and that 
he had to learn respect, communication and 
empathy for his partner’s feelings. 

“It’s not about what you did or didn’t do,” 
Avance director Argueta said, “it’s about mak- 


ing the choice to be in that kind of relation- 
ship.” 

Fear of relapse 

Though victims should be cautious, 
Stephanie Love-Patterson, associate direc- 
tor of Connections for Abused Women and 
their Children, said she believes intervention 
courses can help abusers mend their ways, as 
long as they’ve taken responsibility for their 
violent behavior and genuinely want to stop 
the abuse. 

According to a 2005 review of the Cook 
County programs, men who completed the 
24-week program were less likely to be arrest- 
ed again (15 percent) than men who dropped 
out (37 percent). 

But the research was not definitive, study 


author Larry Bennett notes, and victims 
shouldn’t have a false sense of security that 
classes will help. 

“Do not assume that, just because he is in 
this program, he is not going to do it again,” 
said Bennett, a professor of social work at the 
University of Illinois at Chicago. More than 
half of all re-offense occurs while the batterer 
is in the batterer program, he said. 

Juan said he hopes he caught his violent 
tendencies early enough that Ana will give 
him another chance. Regardless, he said, 
he plans to complete the 24-week course at 
Avance. 

“I hear the guys {in the group] and I think, 
‘Wow, I don’t want to go through that at all,’ ” 
Juan said. “I feel like it’s a fresh start for me.”

BUTTE, Mont. A small plane crashed 
Sunday as it approached an airport 
in Montana, killing 14 to 17 people, pos- 
sibly including several children, a Federal 
Aviation Administration spokesman said. 

The single engine turboprop plane 
crashed about 500 feet from the airport 
in Butte while attempting to land, said 
spokesman Mike Fergus. The Montana 
Standard reported in an online story that it 
crashed in Butte’s Holy Cross Cemetery 
The aircraft had departed from Oroville, 
Calif, and the pilot had filed a flight plan 
showing a destination of Bozeman, about 


85 miles southeast of Butte. But the pilot 
canceled his flight plan at some point and 
headed for Butte, Fergus said. 

Preliminary reports indicate the dead 
include numerous children, he said. 

“We think that it was probably a ski trip 
for the kids,” Fergus said. 

‘All of a sudden the pilot lost control 
and went into a nosedive,” Kenny Gulick, 
14, told The Montana Standard. 

Martha and Steve Guidoni, who were at 
a gas station, said the plane “just nose-dived 
into the ground.” 

“My husband went over there to see if he 


could do anything,” Martha Guidoni said. 

National Transportation Safety Board 
spokesman Keith Holloway said its inves- 
tigators were expected to arrive in Butte 
late Sunday or early Monday 

The incident was the country’s third 
major plane crash this year. All 155 people 
onboard survived after a US Airways jet

“I honestly don’t know if 
I’m ever going to make 
another solo record.

As soon as 
they have a chance to make money, 
people are jumping on them to 
make sure that everything they do 
is absolutely politically correct in 
everyway Does anybody else have 
to deal with that? I understand you 
don’t want to do anything that is 
completely offensive, which is why I 
wouldn’t want to do a Wal-Mart ad. 
One of {the New Pornographers’] 
songs is in {the video game] Rock 
Band. Some people may look at that 
as a sell-out, but I think it’s really 
cool if we can slip into popular cul-

The ingredients are probably all there in your 
kitchen or bathroom cabinets. Know what to mix 
with what and you could make your own house- 
hold cleaners and save money. 

Instead of paying for Pine Sol, Windex or the 
bevy of *‘green” products now available, make your 
own floor, window and tile cleaners. 

The Internet is bubbling with recipes for home- 
made cleaners. The Web site creativehomemaking. 
com is full of frugal cleaning tips, including making 
your own solutions and substituting bubble bath 
for the more expensive liquid hand soap. Many 
of the ideas not only will save you money but will 
help eliminate having to store toxic chemicals in 
your home. 

“The Urban Homestead: Your Guide to Self- 
Sufficient Living in the Heart of the City,” a 


book written by 
L.A. residents 
Kelly Coyne and 
Erik Knutzen, 
is another excellent 
resource, as is Kimberly 
Dclanc/s “Knack Clean 
I lome Green I lome,” the bible for green house- 
keeping. 

Regardless of the source, much of the informa- 
tion out there points to the same core ingredients: 
white distilled vinegar (a disinfectant and deodor- 
ant), bilking sodii (a deodorant and mild abrasive). 


castile soap (made of 100 percent vegetable 
oil) and water. With these four ingredients, you'll 
be able to scrub windows, toilets, tubs, floors and 
sinks. 

By adding a squeeze of lemon juice (a disin- 
fectant) here and a dash of olive oil (a lubricant) 
there, you can shine a dining room table. And with 
a sprinkle of Borax (an abrasive mineral salt that 
isn't entirely accepted by some green-cleaning 
folks because it’s toxic if swallowed), you’ll really 
go to town on tub scum.

None of these DIY products will clean 
quite as well as the chemical commercial 
products, but for the price, you should be 
happy We spent about $30 on raw ingredi- 
ents, the most expensive of which were Dr 
Br(>n net's ca stile soap {about Sio), Borax ($5) 
and tea tree oil ($5), And the most expensive 
ingredients are used in the smallest quantities, 
plus the casdle soap has other purposes— use 
it as a daily hand and body soap. The ingredi- 
ents you'll use the most are the cheapest: The 
gallon of distilled white vinegar was $z, and 
the box of baking sodii was $1,
